When Mr Paterson wa* named pur¬ 
chasing agent for the B C Government 
there was no aystemized method of 
purchasing supplies. He wa* given the 
task of organizing a central system und 
showed hU executive ability by loan¬ 
ing a department which proved far 
more *utl*factory than the former 
method Other provinces Ip Canada 
showed interest in the system which 
he entsblished and it has since been 
adopted by other provincial govern¬ 
ments. 

His efficiency in this direction led 
him to be made purchasing agent for 
the Liquor Control Board when the 
Government took over the sale of 
liquor, placing further heavy re.«pon-

Under the Pension Act the Provincial 
Government may call for this property 
to be transferred to It. but this prac¬ 
tice has not been followed here. 

Of the pensioner* In British Colum¬ 
bia 271 were previous residents of On¬ 
tario. 275 of Alberta. 179 of Manitoba. 
157 of Saskatchewan. 75 of Nova 
Scotia. 37 of Quebec. 18 of the Yukon 
tnd 10 of Prince Edward Island. 

When other provinces come into the 
pension scheme a proportion paid to 
their pensioners In British Columbia 
will be charged to the respective pro¬ 
vinces Saskatchewan has been paying 
pensions since June, and expects to 
have 1.000 on Ita payroll this month 
Manitoba and Yukon will soon adopt 
th* scheme.

Trail. BC, Sept. 13.—A provincial 
public utilities commission is proposed 
by the Union of B.C. Municipalities 
At ls*t night's session of its annual 
meeting here, the Union passed the 
following resolution unanimously: 

“That the Provincial Government be 
requested to enact legislation making 
provision for a public utilities com¬ 
mission. with effective powers to con¬ 
trol the rates, capitalization and con¬ 
tracts of all public utility companies 
and their subsidiaries, and based upon 
sound principles of law and ecorngn- 
Ica. which principles should be set out 
In such legislation ” 

Passage of the resolution was pre¬ 
ceded by addresses by J B Clesrthue 
of Victoria and Mayor T A. Love of 
Grand Forks, the former discussing the 
recapitalization oT The British Colum¬ 
bia Electric Railway Company, and the 
latter the dispute between the Grand 
Fork* and the West Kootenay Power 
and Light Co. aa to power rates. 
SCHOOL QUESTION 
Another resolution passed by the 
Union reads 

"Resolved that this union reaffirm 
Its request to the Government to take 
over the operation of the schools of the 
Province, or to bring Into force the 
recommendations of -the Putnam and 
Weir report: and that the executive of 
the union be instructed, owing to the 
urgency of the situation, to press for 
such legislation " 

Relief of municipalities from charges 
for care of prisoners sent up from their 
Jurisdictions, except where the offend¬ 
er* have a six months' residence quail- 
ftratlon.

nomic strength. 

For many years I "he Times has advocated free 
trade within the Empire. We believe that this would 
prove a sound economic policy There is nothing in¬ 
volved about it. It simply would mean an un- 
restnctoA exchange of commodities of all kinds be¬ 
tween the various member states which compose the 
Bntannic Commonwealth. Let us see how it would 
Work in Canada. At the present time—thanks to 
the policy laid down by Sit Wilfrid Laurier in 1897 
and extended by the present Liberal Government at 
Ottawa—British goods entering this Dominion pay 
leaa duty than goods coming in from foreign countries. 
Under that arrangement, however, the value of the 
poods which Britans tells to Canada still is only about 
one-third of the value of the goods Canada sella to 
her. If the duty on these goods were removed alto¬ 
gether and admitted free—just as Canadian goods 
enter Britain free—it would mean that our purchases 
from her soon would rise in value by at least a 
quarter of a billion dollars, which we now spend in 
foreign countries. Also, the more we bought from 
Britain the more she would buy from us. We would 
get a good deal of the three-quarter billion custom 
which at present she is giving to the United States. 

If this policy were adopted, not only would the 
Dominions—Canada particularly—benefit, it also 
would practically solve great Britain's un e mp l oym e nt 
problem which now is costing British taxpayers many 
millions of dollars a year. This is a heavier burden 
in all its implications than that of naval defence. Yet. 
curiously enough, when that policy is suggested to cer¬ 
tain interests in this country who do a lot of flag- 
waving and tub-thumping and pass countless resolu¬ 
tions on Canada's duty to the Empire, they become 
indignant; their imperialistic fervor evaporates at once 
_and they lose all solicitude for the British tax-

Southport N.C.. Sept. 1*.—The 
charred hulk of the tanker 8hreveport, 
anchored off Frying Pan Shoals, bore 
mute evidence to another grim tragedy 
of the sea 

Five seamen were dead as the result 
of an unexplained explosion on board 
the craft yesterday, which came with 
stunning and terrifying abruptness, 
tore away the deck and midships hous¬

Britain’s Military Services 
Dependent on Foreign 
Supplies 


Development of the coal resources 
of the British Empire to meet the\;om- 
petition of fuel oil Importations was 
discussed yesterday at the Parliament 
Buildings at a conference between the 
Hon W A. McKenzie. Minister of 
Mines, officials of hts department and 
members of the Empire Parliamentary 
Conference. 

Utilisation of the by-products of 
coal and experiments being made in 
this direction were-outllqvd. by 
Hall, member of 'the Imperial Parlia¬ 
ment. who stated that reports qn this 
subject had been secured at * many 
points during the tour. The growing 
use of fuel oil in Orcat Britain was 
outlined. Mr. Hall stating that the 
uaval service, the air service and the 
military service were absolutely de¬ 
pendent on imported fuel oil. seventy 
per cent of which esme from the United 
States In his opinion the Imperial 
Government was not awake to the Im¬ 
portance of experiments In coal for 
power resources, and should be willing 
to spend millions In experiments to 
test the effectiveness of new processes. 
BIO IMPORTATION* ' 

Chief Inspector of Mines Dickson 
stated that there was now being Im¬ 
ported Into British Columbia 50.000.000 
gallons a year of fuel oil. this not In¬ 
cluding oil brought In T for refining 
purposes or that used by deep sea 
ships. In addition, some 50.000 tons of 
United States coal were Wing annually 
Imported *lnto this Province 

Mr McKenzie pointed to the research 
work being carried on by the Dornlfflon 
Government, stating that British Co¬ 
lumbia was keeping rfoae watch on this 
work, and the department here was 
anxious to do whatever lay In its power 
to assist and to develop the coal min¬ 
ing Industry of the Province. 

8enator Thompson of Australia 
pointed to the fact that that country 
was spending some six million pounds 
sterling a year for imported fuel oil. 
and he would welcome the Govern¬ 
ment there spending money to aid de¬

work, but under the one pick-up plan i 
he would be assured of a full day s 
pay
